Four Thousand Soldiers 
Lav Down Arms. 


Visited Benton Town­ 
ship This Morning. 


Damage Several Hun 
dred Dollars. 


Wheat Field of Elsie 
Burv Thrashed. 


Barn Blown From Its 
Foundation. 


While Denton Harbor people were 
enjoying a welcome rain at T:'»i) thi 
morning the people in Benton township 
four miles ea»t of the city were terror­ 
ized by a cyclone. 


For a distance of one mile a strip of 
land <s0 rods wide is a scene of desola­ 
tion. 
l ’each trees, pear and a »pie 
trees and sturdy oaks were pulled up 
by the roots and twisted otV as though 
they were playthings in the clutches of 
the storm. The roar of the storm 
brought terror in its path. 


The barn of Frank Norval was blown 
a foot from its foundation and 
now 
stands at a steep angle. 
Mr. Norval 
was seen by a N e w s reporter a few 
hours after the storm and he was re­ 
joicing that he was alive. 
He never 
expected to live through the storm. 


An eighteen acre wheat tield owned 
by Elsie Bury of this city had been cut 
and stacked. 
The stack's wore mcked 
up and blown across the road where a 
hedge fence stopped the shocks as they 
rolled and jumped alonir the ground. A 
third of the wheat was thrashed out. 


The shingles were torn from Mr. Nor- 
val’s house and the building itself 
blown from its perpendicular position. 


B. S. Johnson had his wheat stacked 
for threshing and the wind spread it 
out over the field. 


The oak forest owned by Jether 
Johnson of this city was damaged to 
the extent of $200. 


STILL IN CUBA. 


4}en. Miles Has Not Started for Porto 
Rico. 


Washington, July 19.—Despite all 
reports to the contrary Gen. Miles is 
still in Cuba. This morning the war 
department reeeiyed a dispatch from 
him. He is awaiting orders and may 
leave for Porto Rico today. 


The general movement of the troops 
to Porto Rico will begin at the earliest 
possible moment. 
Sixty-two hundred 
troops have been embarked at Tampa 
and are ready to sail. 
The Third Illi­ 
nois, Fourth Pennsylvania and Fourth 
Ohio have been ordered to Newport 
News. Other troops have been de­ 
tailed to proceed to same place. 


The entire fleet at Santiago is ready 
to sail at any moment. 


The steamer Mascotte, now loading 
at New Yoak, will leave for Porto Rico 
Saturday with three hundred tons of 
provisions.

Secretary Alger also gave out the in­ 
formation that the 22,8^7 prisoners men­ 
tioned in the dispatch of Gen. Shafter 
included those in Santiago city alone 
and did not include the 10.000 outside 
of the city. Shafter reported that he 
had captured ten million rounds of 
ammunition.

Boys of Company 1 Wounded at Santiago. 


John Fit/.gibbon, the staff 
correspondent of the Detroit 
Evening News, who was at the 
battle of Aguadores, writes 
under date of July 2; 
“The 
33d regiment was the first of 
the Michigan troops to re­ 
ceive their baptism of fire on 
Cuban soil in the Spanish war. 
They composed a part of the 
forces that made the assault 
yesterday on the fortifications 
in front of the city of Santi­ 
ago. 
Although they did not 
have it as hot as some of the 
other regiments, they were at 
the disadvantage at which the 
others were not placed of be­ 
ing without support. For four 
hours they were under fire. 
One shell killed the only two

men who lost their lives—John Franklin and Ferdinaud Sebright. 
Fragments of the same shell took the right arm off Private D. A. 
Stark, fractured the right leg of Private C, H. Curtis so that it had 
to be amputated and fractured an arm of Private Frank Bawson. 
Fragments of another shell wounded Private Arthur B. Prouty, F. J, 
Manning and Lieut. Pound The only man to be hit by a bullet was 
Private Alvin Felcb. He was standing in the skirmishing line in tbe 
bushes about 500 yards from tbe nearest Spanish riflepit. Tbe ball 
struck tbe stock of bis gun, which diverted ita course into tbe mus­ 
cles of his rlgbt leg, below tbe knee.”

The paper is not only an authorization 
and Instruction uf General Shafter for 
the government of the captured terri­ 
tory, but also a proclamation to the 
people of the territory of the intentions 
of the government of the United States 
regarding them and tlieir interests. 
It 
marks the formal establiiihment o£ a 
new political power in the island of 
Cuba, and Insures to the people of the 
territory over which the power extends 
absolute security 
in 
the exercise of 
their private rights and relations, as 
well as security to their persons And 
property.

The Cubans, to the number of lO.UOO 
are encamped about us, and very ^^ood 
fellows they are, loo. 
W e are now 
about 12 miles from Santiairo.

mountains. 
It was captured by our 
forces last I'riday after a sharp liille 
tiirht.

In camp near Santiago, July 3.—Tbe 
battle of Aquadores, fought July 1, 
will ever be remembered by me. 
It 
wa« the first fight in which our com­ 
pany was engaged. Orders were read 
tbe night of June 30 to have everything 
in readiness to start at a moment’s 
notice. Three days rations were issued. 
Tbe load of each soldier consisted of one 
rubber and one woolen blanket,one coat, 
a towel or two, and a few other small 
Articles, ftU done up in a bundle with 
bis tent. This bundle was carried over 
tbe shoulder. In addition to tbis bun* 
die was a bavenaok contalninflr tbe 
loot, fiO beftvy carlridgeii and a lew

light articles. 
Then there was a can­ 
teen filled with cotïee. and a belt with 
50 cartridges. 
Each of us had a gun. 
Imagine, if you please, what the load 
was. 


We boarded the train at 4 a. m., 
July 1. 
The try in was made up of a 
lot of old narrow guage cars. 
W e rode 
on the cars to witnin four miles of San­ 
tiago. 
From 
the landing place we 
marched toward the city, a distance of 
of two miles. 
And what a march it 
was! Carrying those heavy loaas, and 
a •troi)ical sun pouring upon us. 
It 
was a niarch not easily forgotten. 
The 
line of march was strewn with canned 
meats, coats, blankets and other arti­ 
cles which the boys kept throwing 
away. 


At last we reached our objective 
point 
By the w*ay, just before we 
started, T was made the leader of a 
little squad for the battle. 
W e found 
ourselves in a valley. 
The valley was 
was spanned by an iron bridge. 
The 
Spaniards held the bridge and we were 
there to capture it if we could. 
There 
were two Spanish forts on the other 
side of the bridge. 
The “ New York.” 
’Mowa" and a third American cruiser 
were outside -prejtared to silence the 
forts. 
W e could not reduce the forts 
ourselves, as we were without adecjuate 
artillery, and we looked to the vessels 
to do that. 
The ves?;els kci)i up an in­ 
cessant tire. 
My. how the balls did 
sound as they whi/./.ed through the air. 
The forts paid no attention to the ships, 
but dir*.*cted their 
lire at us. 
We 
thought that a charge upon the forts 
would resail in great loss of life and be 
unsucces-ful ai that, and we wailed for 
the .-jhips to silence al least one f(U*t 
before maicing an infantry assauU We 
Were behind the rocks on the hillside. 
Tile bullets went whistling by me. and 
really I thought tfait my lak uay had 
come. 
I think liuii we were all more 
or less frightened 
At tirsi I felt very 
shaky but toward the end 1 felt better 
and mustered up a laugh or two. 


1 liioiignt for some lime that the 
Spanisli s h e l l s were takinii no ell'ect. 
but I was badly fooled. 
Lieut. Ponnd 
came {uist our .»quad. 
He was walking 
in the most exposed part, and where 
there was no cover whatever. 
He told 
Us that in Com{>any L two had been 
killed and three wounded. 
Then we 
began to feel that there was real dan­ 
ger. 
At one time a shell Hew within 
two feet of me. 
There we were, serv­ 
ing as living tarirets, and not tiring a 
shot. 
Just iin igine. if you please, how 
extremely uncoir.fortable it was. 
Til 
tell you. with all frankness, just what 
my thoughts were. 
I thought of my 
home, my parents, brotlier. sister, of 
my other relatives and mv friends. 
J 
thoutrht that Td never again see home, 
relatives and friends. 
I wondered how 
the sun would look as it came up in the 
east the next morni^L^ and whether J 
in another world could see that Cuban 
sunrise. 
I remembered were I wa> 
exactly a year i*efore. 
And, finally, 1 
wondered v,’hat would be done with my 
body, anil hov,- it would be treateti. 
The-e feelings, nowever. did not lontr 
possess me. 
A linn feelinir came over 
me that 1 should live and that feeling 
kept great fear away. 


A sfiarpshootor came along and said 
that he had seen a hand and a little 
pool of blood on the railroad track. 
Another report came that a shell had 
just exj)loded with great loss down the 
line. 
These reports did not tend to 
make us feel any too cheerful. 
One of 
our fellows, a tent mate of mine at 
Camp Alger, was shot in the leg. 
He 
will recover. 
One of the boys in Com­ 
pany L., who was wouniled that morn­ 
ing. died yesterday. Clod blesa tlie poor 
boy and Cod pity his relatives. 
1 can­ 
not help but think of every poor fel­ 
low’s h o i^ . of his family and 
his 
friends, 
word reaches me of hi.s 


death. 


The vessels’ guns »-ould not do any- 
thinir with me 
forts—^iiells didn't 
reach-—and as nothing could be done by 
Us until at least the gims in one of the 
forts were silenced, and as one of our 
cannon had been rendered useless, we 
withdrew and returned to our old camp. 


Although the ve^st'i^ did not succeed 
in silenciuir the forts, one siioi tore liie 
Spanish Hag on one of the forts into 
small stripr.. 
\ ’ou should have heard 
ttie shouting from the men on the ves­ 
sels! 


Four men were killed, and sevei^al 
wounded in Company L. 
Two wei’e 
wounded in Com[>any i. 
Lieut. I'ound 
was struck ou the nose 
The wound Is 
not serious- and will not dlsligure him, 
but he had a narrow escape. 
He is a 
brave fellovv, and on the way out from 
Newport Xew.s iie was among the pri­ 
vates very much of the time looking af* 
ter their welfare and comfort. 


It is ‘.K.’io a. m. and we can hear the 
roar of cannon, but whether it is on sea 
or land we do not know. 
The rough 
riders ca|/tured l'>5 .Spaniards yesier- 
pay. 
Our cosnpany is guarding the 
l)ri.soners. 
i have been acting as in­ 
terpreter and translator. 
The prison­ 
ers captured by the rough riders say 
that they had a force of 4U0 men and 
that the 155 are all that survive. 
One 
of their officers was killed, two were 
wounded and two captured 


I was taken to Gen. Garcia’s quarters 
the other day and was tested in Spanish 
to do all kinds of translating. There is 
lots of work to do but it is exciting and 
interesting. 


We may be ordered out at any mo­ 
ment but we feel that the city will fall 
in a very short time and that most of 
tbe fighting is done.

The correct name for Hamamelis vir* 
ginica is not witch liazel, but wych ha- 
ztl. 
Our plant iias no connection with 
the ma^ic of tiie water hunter 
Tho 
blackthorn of Eiii,:l:ind, Prunus spinosa, 
wa.s the wood use«l in these divinations, 
or whatever the.se super.stitions practices 
may be teruied. 
Hazel had a very wide 
xneaiiiug in the olden times, and the 
elm. as well as the nut now* knowu as 
such, was hazel. One of these elms, now 
known as Ulinus montana, was the fa- 
vurito woud for making wyciie.s, or pro- 
vi.siou chests, and was thereioro knowu 
as the wych hazel. 
In the present dtiy 
it i.s tho wych elm. 
Our hamamelis re­ 
ceived from the early settlers the name 
of wyeli liazel from tlie resemblance of 
tile leaves to those of the wych hazel or 
elm of the old world. Laiijjuiifie reform­ 
ers imagining that wycli sliould be 
spelled witch are re.sponsible for tlie 
conlu.siou. 
Wych hazel is the correct 
term for our phint. —Meehau's Monthly
